The Case of the State Against the Southwestern 
Railroad—A Rumor That General Lawton 
Will be Sentto Austria—The Debate on 
the Proposed Change in the Rules, 


WASHINGTON, December 17.—{Special.]— 
Every indication is that the case of the state 
of Georgia against the Southwestern railroad, 
which was concluded yesterday before the su- 
preme court, will be decided in favor of the 
state. All the questions of the judges indica- 
ted that Attorney-General Anderson and Colo- 
nel Sam Barnett had presented the case in a 
light which commanded serious consideration. 
The arguments of General Lawton and Judge 
Lyon for the railroad*were fine. 

As to General Lawton it is currently reported 
here that he is to be sent at once as minister 
to Austria. He is reticent on the subject and 
Senator Brown, who was influentidl in his ap- 
pointment to Russia, says he knows nothing o 
any ambition of General Lawton te go abroad.

The Proposed Change of Rules. 

The attempt to change the rules so as to 
scatter the appropriation bills among nine 
different committees, is a scheme of the job- 
bers and lobbyists to lift the floodgates and 
let in a tide of extravagance greater than has 
been witnessed even under republican rule. 
Unfortunately for the country, and unfortu- 
nately for the party, the jobbers and corrup- 
tionists are aided in their efforts by a conf- 
plication of circumstances that is as deplor- 
able as it is dangerous. 

The jobbers are Mr. Randall’s avowed 
enemies. He whipped out the whisky ring, 
and, aschairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee, he stood between the treasury and 
those who displayed a ferocious desire to get 
atthe people’s money. When it suits them, 
the tools of the jobbers in the house—and 
the jobbers have their tools, even among the 
democrats—annotunce that a change of the 
rules is necessary in order to rebuke Mr, 
Randall.

Money was furnished to Rey. Butler Drisdell to 
£0 to Munnerlyn to identify Green, and Captain 
Purcell notified Deputy Sheriff Zorn to meet him 
there to make the arrest. Tuesday found Rey. 
Drisdell, Captain Purcell and Deputy Sheriff Zorn 


Green, whom the preacher had sent word to meet 
him there on that day. Green walked up unsus- 
pectingly and shook hands with “Brother Drisdell.”’ 
fore he could wink his eye two stout hands were 
upon, him, and the springof ahandcuff clicked over 
his wrist. Before his hands were secured he made 
a desperate struggle, but was. overpowered, and in 
a short time was safely in the car and whirling to- 
wards Augusta. In thecity court Major Walker 
plead guiity, and was sentenced to hard work for 
twelve months. Armstead Green is a powerful 
black negro, thirty years old, and is 
known to tke police ‘authorities of Rich- 
mond, Burke and Jetietevn counties as a profes- 
sional burglar. On December 1, 1880, he was con- 
victed of burglary in Burke county and sentenced 
to ten yearsinthe penitentiary. He escaped May 
-6, 1585, and since has eluded arrest, though $50 
reward has awaited his apprehension. He nas 
burglarized six stores in the eounty in the past two 
years two at Hephzibah, Turner's store at Mechan- 
1C’S Hiill,and M.J. Deween’s store on the Savan- 
neh road. One of the most dastardly burglaries 
that he committed was in the house of an old ne- 
gro named Pation Jackson.

Yesterday morning Judge McCay delivered 
pis opinion in the contested election case, decid- 
ing in favor of the prohibitionists and refusing to 
continue the injunction against Ordinary Calhoun.

TWO ACCIDENTS ON THE E. T., V & G. 


A Passenger Train Jumps the Track and a 
Whole Train is Wrecked. 

A serious and almost fatal accident happened 
onthe East Tennessee road at the twelve-mile 
post tonight about 12 o’clock. 

In the accident several passengers had a 
miraculous eseape from death. 

Passenger train No. 12, which left Atlanta 
on Wednesday night at 10:49, jumped the track 
near the twelve-mile post while running at 
fullspeed. The train 1s one of the fastest on 
the road, and is the same train which ran into 
o2 Monday night. Wednesday night it left 
Atlanta on time, but a i Chatta- 
heochee was delayed a long time by some 
freight trains. When it started away from 
Chattahoochee Engineer Priest gaye the en- 
gine fair play to make up lost time. Near the 
twelve-mile post there isa long straight stretch 
and when he reached this part of the track 
his « ngine was Swinging along lively. <A por- 
tion of this stretch of track is on an embank- 
ment or fill about ten to fifteen feet high, and 
when the train was on this fill the express car 
jumped the track and began riding the cross- 
ties. Instantly the baggage carand the smoker 
followed the express car, and for one hundred 
yards those three cars jumped across and 
plowed through the crossties at a fearful rate. 
The engineer, who is one of the most careful 
men on the read, soon detected that something 
was wrong, and brought his train to a 
standstill just as the baggage car broke loose. 

The passengersin the smoker was knocked 
and jostled about at a lively rate. They were 
unable to keep their seats, and quickly real- 
ized that the train was off the track. The ac- 
cident of Monday night recurred to them, and 
every moment they expected to be dashed 
down the embankment 

The first-class car and the sleeper did not 
leave the track fortunately. As luck would 
have it the train was running on a straight 
line while the cars were off the track. Had it 
turned a curve during it run the probabilities 
are that the cars would have been thrown 
down the embankment. As it was the only 
damage done was to the cars and scaring the 
people, 

The canse of the run off is unknown. It is 
though that the rails spread, and that this 
caused it. The accident blocked the road, and 
no trains came in or went on the track until 
late in the evening. 


The Wreck in Tennessee. 

CHATTANOOGA, December 17.—[Speeial.}]— 
Two freight trains collided on the main road 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad today, a few miles from Greeneville, 
Tenn.. A front section stopped at a tank’ and 
while there failed to send a flagman back and 
the hind second section collided with it. 
Eleven cars were demolished, and three loaded 
With cotton were burned up. Shortly after- 
wards the express train killed a man who was 
walking on the track.

“Yes, that’s old Buttercup,” said the conduc- 
tor to the group of passengers on the rear platform 
“He is the knowingest horse on the line, and he’s 
been here sixteen years. Why,that horse knows 
more than half the men in the stable. Watch him 
Low,” 

The car had reached the top of Castleton hill, 
and the car stopped. Conductor Farley stepped 
off and hitched the ends of the traces of old But- 
tercup’s Collar, rang the belland the car moved 
on. The old tow-horse, a dark bay, with four white 
feet,a white nose and a star on his forehead,grave- 
ly looked after the car fora moment, then, unat- 
tended, stepped off from the sidewalk into the 
road, and yery slowly walked down the hill halfa 
mile to the stables, 

‘That horse has got big feelings, sir, and won't 
take an insult from anybody, not even Superinten- 
dent Cunningham himself. The other day a new 
maninthe stable thought Old Buttercup didn’t 
walk fast enough on his way to the Gar, and 
touched him with a whip. Instantly McCarty was 
on his back. We were adi laughing, for we knew 
the old. horse would kick him in the breast.”’ 

‘How does he behave in the stable.”’ 

“He's never tired, sir. He has his own stall, but 
prefers to lunch around, and goes from one stall to 
another, taking a bite here and another there. But 
when it’s 2 o’clock sure he knows it like a man. 
That's the time he. has to cut feed on the machine 
for the other horses. Well, as true as I am telling 
you, sir, we have to hunt the town for him every 
day. He walks out of the stable and hides behind 
aience ora barn until we find him and take him 
back, I think he’s laughing at us sometimes.’ 

‘Does he tow the cars up hill always?” 

“Indeed, he doesn’t. The company don’t ask 
him to do any work, only cut up the feed at two 
o'clock, except when the reguiar tow-horse is sick, 
when he must take his place for awhile. Why, sir, 
when the street atthe ferry at Tompkinsville is 
crewded with carriages, carts and trucks waiting 
for the boat,Old Butter Cup will walk down the hill 
alone, pick his way through the whole crowd of 
carriages and trucks and walk along the passen- 
gers’ path until he gets his place at the front plat- 
form.” 

“Does he do good work ?”’ 

‘He always starts the car himself as soon as the 
bell rings, and if it has a heavy load he’ll pull half 
the weight himself all the way up the hill; but if it 
is a light load never a pull he'll pull, but make the 
regular team do the work. Oh, he’scunning. The 
other day he watched one of the stable boys eating 
dinner until he couldn’t stand it any longer; he 
then walked over to him with that bank president 
sort of a gait that he has, and stuck out his nose for 
a part of the lunch. The boy gave him a partot! 
his pie, and Old Buttercup stood and ate it, turned 
slowly around as he heard the five-minute bell 
ring at the ferry house, and walked down for the 
ear.

THE RAILROAD ACCIDENT 


THE CORONER’S JURY AGREE UPON 
A VERDICT. 


The Coroner’s J ury, After a Long Discussion, Ren- 
ders a Verdict Asking the Grand Jury to In. 
vestigate the Affair—The Condition 
of the Wounded, Etc., Ete. 


The jury of inquest over the victims of the eol- 
lision between the East Tennessee and Georgia 
Pacific passenger trains, completed their investi- 
gation last night at seven o'clock. 

The jury's verdict fails to state which road or 
what parties are to blame for the wholesale slangh- 
ter of men, women and children. 

The Jury met in the recorder’s courtroom at po- 
lice headquarters at four o'clock. 

Mr. Jack Smythe stated that he had ascertained 
that the engineer who had charge of East Tennes- 
see No. 11, could throw some light on the collision 
and suggested that the engineer be produced as a 
witness. The suggestion was acted upon and the 
engineer was brought in. His name was Schaffer. 
and his testimony was simply as to the time No. 52 
left Mableton where he met it. 

Colonel Sage was recalled and recounted his evi- 
dence of the previous day. He asserted that the 
danger poles between which 52 was standing when 
12 ran into it were considered absolute protection 
and that the conductor had no cause to send back 
a flagman. 

THE EVIDENCE WEIGHED. 

In less than two minutes after the jury began 
weighing @he evidence it was apparent to every 
memters that it would never agree. Some of the 
members wanted to attache the entire responsi- 
bility for the accident to the Georgia Pacific, others 
wanted to put it all on the East Tennessee and 
others wanted to divide the responsibility between 
the two roads. Afier some informal discussion of 
the situation, the foreman asked : 

“Are you ready to make a verdict,
